Rules for play are given below. It is 
our desire to make then as feu and 
simple as possible. It is also our 
wish to have them entirely acceptable 
to the players. Any comments or sug¬ 
gestions will bo welcomed. 

R ULES FOR PL'.! 

1. Each player', upon receirt, of liis en¬ 
try-, rill be given one of the following 
classifications, rating themselves. 

These declaring themselves as folios: 

Strong playors 1200 points 

Average players 1000 points 

Fair players 800 points 

These ratings will bo publishod as re¬ 
ceived, Groups will bo ror.de up from 
players of tho save strength as near a3 
possible. 11ns and Losses will be ad- 
judted accordingly, 

2. There iri.ll bo seven (7) players in 
each group or natch. Players may com¬ 
pote in as nany groups as tlioy wish. 

Foe - one dollar ((1.00) per group. 

3. Official code of the International 
Federation of Chess will govern all 
games, except as modified by these 
rules or manifestly in applicable. 

4. Tine limit for ansv.-oring moves will 
be t’.iroc (3) days from date of receipt 
of moves, occlusive of Sundays and holi¬ 
days. In cases of repeated complaints, 
tho offending player may have his game 
forfeited, if the evidence warrants ouch 
action. 

5. In the case of forfeited games, 
neither player’s rating will be affected, 
unless the one awarded the forfeit re¬ 
quests adjudication. Forfdited games 
arc scored as wins in the group. 


6. Abandoned games or withdrawals will 
be scored as wins for tho opponont. 

Credit in rating will bo granted only 
if the remaining -flayer requests ad¬ 
judication. 

7. At the end of games, the ’.Inner will 
report results to the POSTAL IDIT0R 
giving group identification and name and 
address of opponont. In the case of 
ties, white will report. 

S, Ste.nda.rd descriptive notations will 
be used in dispatching moves and report¬ 
ing games. 

9. Ambiguous moves, capable of more than 
one legal interpretation must be clari¬ 
fied by tho recipient’s returning said 

move and requesting its resuboission. 

10. Players who have nailed moves must 
abide by such moves. 

11. "If" moves are binding only if ac¬ 
cepted by the opponent. 

12. In the- case of Illegal or "iapos Bi¬ 
ble" moves, tho opponont must request 

a legal move bo na.de with tho unit desig¬ 
nated. 

13 . "lease rofor all misunderstandings 
to the F0STAL EDITOR and accept his 
decision as final. 

14. Each player must keep a record of 
his games and bo pre’iarod to submit same 
to the POSTAL EDITOR, if requested.

The book, is in French 
and a translation of the title page is 
as follows: "Complete and Elementary 
Treatise of the Gaac of Chess. Re¬ 
vised and corrected by Jaqucs Francois

MASTERS OF TODAY 
BY Abo Yanofsky

The tournament of London 1946 saw Dr. 
Euwe take first place vdth a compara¬ 
tive newcomer taking second in a 
strongly contested field. This was a 
young Svdss student named Martin 
Christoffcl, who learned to play the 
game at the age of twelve. Since his 
first national tournament in 1938, he 
lias won the Swiss title three times; 
in 194.3 at the age of twenty-one; 
again in 1945 and 1948. This 
firmly establishes him as the load¬ 
ing Swiss playor of today. 

An analysis of his stylo shows a • 
clear conception of positional needs 
coupled vdth a keen sense of combina¬ 
tion. In the following tournament 
game played in 1938-39, these talents 
are put to good use:
